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Invest in rail network, says MP Letwin

TRANSPORT minis¬ 
ters should shift their 
focus towards improv¬ 
ing the South West’s 
rail network in the new 
year, West Dorset MP 
Oliver Letwin has said. 

The minister wel¬ 
comed the govern¬ 
ment’s pre-Christmas 
announcement of a £15 
billion funding package 
to create a “roads revo¬ 
lution”, but said that 
work to enhance the re¬ 


gion’s train lines 
should also be rooted in 
its long-term transport 
plan. 

Dualling of the key 
A303 road, known as 
the ‘Holiday High¬ 
way’ , was one of seven 
new schemes an¬ 
nounced as part of the 


chancellor’s Autumn 
Statement earlier this 
month. 

Around £2 billion 
will be spent in the 
South West, with plans 
for a tunnel at Stone¬ 
henge to ease conges¬ 
tion. 

But Mr Letwin said 


that train services con¬ 
tinue to be of “critical 
importance” to the 
West Dorset economy 
and that, alongside 
spending on roads, rail 
improvements would 
provide a big boost to 
the tourism industry. 

He said: “Now that 
the A303 is going to be 
progressively upgraded 
over the next few years, 
travelling by road from 
points East to West 


Dorset will be a great 
deal easier for those 
who use the car. 

“This will come as a 
welcome relief to many 
who have found them¬ 
selves stuck for consid¬ 
erable periods in traffic 
jams somewhere near 
to Stonehenge. And I 
am sure that it will also 
improve our local 
economy by making it 
easier for tourists who 
spend their holidays in 


Dorset - a useful boost 
for our single biggest 
industry in West 
Dorset. 

“But we should not 
allow any of this to 
make us forget the im¬ 
portance of the train 
services from Water¬ 
loo. Both of the lines - 
to Dorchester South 
and to Sherborne - pro¬ 
vide us with a regular

ORGANISERS of a major fundraiser for the 
Dorset and Somerset Air Ambulance are encour¬ 
aging supporters to sign up early for the Coast to 
Coast cycle challenge, after an overwhelming re¬ 
sponse last year. 

The event, which takes place on Sunday May 
17th, involves cycling through both Dorset and 
Somerset. 

Last year’s event sold out within three weeks of 
online registration being opened and demand is ex¬ 
pected to be even higher this year. 

The Coast to Coast Challenge offers two differ¬ 
ent routes and distances but spaces are limited to 
600. 

For experienced cyclists and those who like a 
challenge, there is a 54-mile cycle, which starts in 
the Somerset port of Watchet and finishes in West 
Bay. 

Those who do not want to cycle so far can sign 
up for the shorter 11-mile route, which begins in 
Drimpton before reaching the same destination. 

Bill Sivewright, Dorset and Somerset Air Ambu¬ 
lance chief executive Officer, said: “We are thrilled 
to be able to announce the date for our Coast to 
Coast cycle challenge in 2015. 

“This will be our fifth year in the saddle and 
every year the event seems to get better and better. 
I believe one of the main reasons for this is the 
feedback we get from those who take part and the 
stories of courage and determination along the 
way. 

“We always strive to build on the success of the 
previous year and with this in mind we are once 
again restricting our numbers to 600 cyclists. 

“This year we also intend to stagger the start 
times from Watchet Harbour with stronger cyclists 
setting off first. This is in order to keep the event 
as safe as possible but also to encourage all stan¬ 
dards of cyclists to take part without fear of being 
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overcrowded.” 

Last year 546 participants rode a total of 29,660 
miles, raising over £60,000 for the Devon and 
Somerset Air Ambulance. 

Mr Sivewright added: “With such a demand 


there will undoubtedly be those who are disap¬ 
pointed not to gain a place, which is why I cannot 
stress enough how important it is to register 
early. 

“We are really looking forward to this year’s 
event and hope that everyone that enters will once 
again encourage their family and friends to spon¬ 
sor them in a bid to make this the best Coast to 
Coast cycle challenge yet.”

So You Think You Need a 4x4?

YOU'VE decided that a 4x4 could be right for 
you, but is that strictly true? Whilst they're great 
for towing horseboxes across muddy fields or 
improving your chances of making it through 
the snow and ice of a British winter, how often 
do you actually need the extra capabilities they 
offer? Assuming it's often enough, then GEM 
Motoring Assist has some sound advice to help 
ensure you get the vehicle you need - at the 
right price... 

If you do a lot of towing then it makes sense 
to have a big heavy vehicle with good torque 
and traction to pull the load with the minimum 
of fuss, and if you need to detour from the tar¬ 
mac on a regular basis then four-wheel drive is 


almost a given. But let's be honest... we do fall 
for the image and driving position, so we justify 
the'need'with self-deception and tenuous self¬ 
justifications. 

Of course, if you want a 4x4 (and within the 
term 4x4 we also include AWD vehicles) for no 
other reason than personal choice, then fine, 
but what are they like to live with? Four-wheel 
or all-wheel drive vehicles cover a broad 
church, from the small but perfectly formed 
Fiat Panda, through the various sporty Audi 
Quattros, and on to the world-beating 'Green 
Oval'. Although they vary in shape, size and 
ability, the one thing that they all have in com¬ 
mon is a transmission system that connects 


drive to all of the wheels. 

Stating the obvious, all types will tend to use 
more fuel than equivalent'normal'cars, due to 
their weight, aerodynamics, and inefficiency of 
applying power to a much larger drive train. 
Some modern 4x4s counter this by employing 
intelligent power management that drives only 
the front wheels most of the time, and then 
transfers drive to the rear if they detect a lack 
of traction. Many of these systems have be¬ 
come so good that it's often difficult to spot the 
join. 

One thing you will certainly notice, though, 
are the road manners of the traditional 'big' 
4x4s. Despite (in some cases) some very ad¬ 
vanced traction aids, they still let you know you 
are not cornering or braking in a Porsche 911. 
So some consideration of this will be required 
in your driving style if you intend to keep it 
shiny side up and un-bent. 

You'll also get through more tyres, as both 
axles are driven, and lateral forces and tyre 
scrubbing are greater in a heavier vehicle with 
a higher centre of gravity. 

In the interest of balance, though, with the 
larger 4x4s you do get plenty of interior room 
(and sometimes fantastic levels of luxury), a 
commanding driving position, and a feeling of 
security, that, should the worst happen, en¬ 
sures you have plenty of metal around you. 

Avoiding the worst could also be more likely 
in a 4x4, as they are less prone to aquaplane in 
wet weather, and more likely to get you home 
in the snow or flood waters (up to a limit). On 
the sportier 4x4s, the benefit of the extra trac¬ 
tion can often also be felt in the cornering 


(think Quattro, Impreza or Evo). This can in¬ 
crease the grin factor of a spirited drive along 
your favourite ribbon of twisty stuff. 

Still, as capable as modern off-roaders are, 
most people will never (or infrequently) ven¬ 
ture far into the wilderness. If you do, remem¬ 
ber that off-road driving is not the same as 
on-road driving, and requires a different skill- 
set and experience from the driver if you are to 
be safe and successful in your expedition. Some 
manufacturers offer an off-road driving experi¬ 
ence for their customers, and we would 
strongly recommend that your first foray into 
the muddy stuff is under the instruction of an

experienced off-road driver to keep you and 
your vehicle safe while you learn your new craft. 

One final word of warning to anyone who 
thinks that four-wheel drive is a panacea to cure 
all foul weather ills; even a well driven 4x4 is no 
guarantee that you will not eventually get 
stuck. You may just be a lot further from help 
when it does happen. And don't forget, you 
only have four-wheel drive whilst your foot is 
on the throttle. The moment you lift off or 
touch the brakes, you are just like every other 
car on the road, except you may have 2.5 
tonnes to stop on a snowy motorway; some¬ 
what akin to Dumbo on ice.
